2. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 line 13, "the image light" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. 

In claim 1 lines 18 and 21, claim 10 line 6, claim 14 
line 7, claim 16 lines 22 and 25, claim 21 lines 25 and 28, 
claim 23 lines 29 and 32, and claim 27 lines 29 and 32, it is 
unclear what "this" is referred to. "this" should be replaced by 
its corresponding element. 

In claim 5 line 8, claim 25 line 14 and claim 26 line 18, 
"the intended display device" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

In claim 23 line 38, "the color image signal" lack proper 
antecedent basis. 

In claim 25 lines 21 and 22, "the matrix factors", "the 
memory" and "the optimized color signal" lack proper antecedent 
basis . 

In claim 27 line 39, "the color image signal" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. 
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3. Claims 1, 2, 14, 16, '23, 25, 26 and 27 are objected to 
because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1 line 8, claim 16 line 8, claim 23 line 13, 
claim 25 line 7 and claim 27 line 13, "a" should be --the--. 

In claim 2 line 3 and claim 14 line 3, after "directing", 
the-- should be inserted. 

In claim 26 line 5, after "color", --image-- should be 
inserted. 

Appropriate correction is required.
